which the Prophet inſulted Baal *,*, That 
the Goddeſs, as Great as ſhe was, had been ſo 
buſy at Alexander's Birth, that ſhe was not at let- 
lure to fave her Temple from Burning : For in

the Papiſts do their Agnus Dez's and their Crucifixes;

their Friends with them, when they return'd 
Home; or to uſe them as Means to preſerve, 
in their Minds, the Idea of that rich and ſtate- 
ly Edifice.

IN their Religious Capacity. Is it becauſe 
they diſſent from the Eſtabliſn d Church?

een For this they were made to ſuffer ſeveral 
ardſhips: Many of their Places of Worſhip de- 
moliſhd : Their Perſons and Dwellings fome- 
times inſulted in ſuch a Manner, as brought their 
Lives, into Danger. | | 

THEy are now ready to ſerve the King and 
the Nation to the uttermoſt of their Ability: And 
if thoſe amongſt them, who are in all Reſpects, 
but one, qualify d for more eminent Service to 
Theſe, had their Civil Manacles and Fetters (ſhall 
I call them?) once ſhoc k off, they weuld let their 
Friends and Enemies ſee, how hearty and coura- 

gious they would be at ſuch Seaſons as have given 
Occaſion to the Wifdom of the Nation to remon- 
ſtrate, That the Neglect or Miſ-behawviour of many 
Magiſirates bath given great Encouragement 10 the 

Diſorders complain'd of. | 

MAN of them will be found Voluntiers, I 
doubt not, in expoſing their Lives, and expend- 

ing their Fortunes in Defence of the King and 

_ His Family, and the Nation's trueſt Intereſts, 
when a juſt Occaſion ſhall call them to it; and 
how near that may be, we know not. 

Now, if theſe are the Men, and this be their 
Cale (and that it is ſo, they appeal to all that 
know them) what Cauſe can there be to inſult 
and abuſe them? 1 will add, What Cauſe can 
there be why their Hands ſhould be ty'd up, and 
they deny'd the Liberty of doing that Service 
that may ſome Time be wanted from them?

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Nay, that they ſhould be abridg'd of ſome of 


their Natural Rights too? They muſt not have

Firſt, WE the Inferior Officers, or Magiſtrates ;

prevented this Riot, and kept the City in better 
Order. ö 5 
SUBORDINATE Magiſtrates are of excellent 
Uſe, and great Significancy, when they prove 
faithful to their Truſts, and attend to their Duty: 


That it muſt be a great Advantage to have ſuch in 


Commiſſion and Office, as make a Conſgience of 
this. Though the Riot at Epheſus was riſen to 


ſuch a Head, yet the Ton- Clerk, by his Autho- 


rity, Courage and Good Senſe, diſperſes the Ri- 
oters, and ſtills the Rage of the People. But 
When theſe Magiſtrates want either Courage or 
Conſcience to ſtand to their Poſts, and diſcharge 
their Truſts, the Conſequences of that prove ve- 
ry Miſchievous and Fatal: And it 1s highly requi- 
ſite, that thoſe who are higher than they ſhould call 
them in Queſtion for neglecting their Duty, or act- 
ing contrary to it; and puniſh them accordingly- 

Lor have lately heard the Commons of GkEAT- 
BNITAIN complaining of the Neglects or Misbeha- 
viour of many inferior Magiſtrates, and veſeeching 
the King, the Supream Executive Power, * That an 
Account may be taken of ſuch Fuſtices of Peace as 
have fail'd in the Diſcharge of their Duty on the Pre- 
ſent Occaſions ; and that ſuch of them as ſhall appear 
to His MAJESTY to have neglected their Duty, may 
be forthwith put out of the Commiſſions of the Peace;

The Treatment we meet 
with is very Unreaſonable and Brutiſh, and there- 
fore very provoking : But while we reſent as 
Men, we ſhould be careful to govern our Minds 
as Chriſtians.

lay wot this Sin to their Charge. Let us likewiſe 


pray for our Enemies. While they are endea-

let us endeavour to draw down Bleſſings on their 


Souls: While they are thirſting for our Blood, 
let our Hearts Deſire and Prayer to GOD for them 
be, that they may be ſaved: And, in order to that, 
that he would bring them to a better Temper of 
Mind :.Cauſe them to fee their Error, their Folly, 
and their Wickedneſs; and give them Repentance 
and Pardon.

Here's great Encouragement to We 
us topray for our malicious Enemies : And by ſuch 
a Practice as this, we become the Children of our Mat.5. 45. 
Father which is in Heaven. i. e. we approve our- 
{elves to be like him, who maketh his Sunto riſe on 
the Evil and the Good ; and ſendeth Rain on the Fuſt 
and the Unjuſt. „„ a 

Fourthly, LET us do all that is in our Power to 
aſſiſt and ſerve them whom our Ene wies ſtrike at, 
through our Sides.
